Clerks Begin Count of Every 


patched and Tabulate Payments Made for Purposes 
of Plan to Increase Maximum Weight Acceptable

Postal clerks in the Boston district 
have commenced to count and tabulate 
every parcel post package which is re- 
ceived or despatched from their respec- 
tive oflices, noting the amount of postage 


and the parcel post zone to which each 
is assigned or from which it is received. 

All the postmasters in the United 
States have been requested by Represen- 
tative Joseph L. Bristow, chairman of 
ithe committee on general parcel post, to 
make such a tabtiation during the rest 
of April and all through May, with a 
view to determining accurately just 
whet it is costing to handle the parcel 
| post system. 

Since the special parcel post stamps 
issued at the establishment of the sys- 


tem have been discontinued it is now im- 
possible without special investigation to 
know what the parcel post is costing. It 
is understood that this information is de- 
sired by the congressional commjttee as a 
workable basis upon which to determine 
the practicability of increasing to 100 
pounds the maximum weight of parcel 
post packages acceptable. 

Postmaster Edward C. Mansfield says 
that it means considerable extra work for 
the clerks to gather this information. | 
This is especially true of packages which 
are received from other zones, as it is 
necessary to compute by the amount of 
postage on the package the zone from | 
which it was received. The postmaster 
submits to the committee at Washington 
a weekly report of the tabulatirs work.

“Financiers and statesmen alike have 
all along steadily refused to recognize 
the stupendous change which’ has been 
brought about in China by the advent 
as a political force of this new spirit of 
nationalism. If these ideas and ambi- 
tions, which daily grow in strength, were 
thwarted by a threatened partition, no 
European in China would be safe, It 
would be the signal for a general uprising 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country and the first effect of such a 
rising would be a general massacre of 
Europeans. 


Partition Is Impossible 

“Then again,” he continued, “if any 
serious effort is made to realize what 
China is, such a proposition as partition 
is quickly seen as impossible. The United 
Kingdom retains her hold on India be- 
cause she has won, to a certain extent, 
the loyalty of her vast population, and 
she possesses in the country a_ well 
trained, well disposed, and distinctly 
loyal native force. Withdraw these two 
great stand-bys and British rule in India 
would collapse. 

“What then would be the position of 
the comparatively smal] armies of occu- 
pation of European powers in China, in 
the midst of 400,000,000 bitterly opposed 
to their domination, thousands of whom 
are trained soldiers and past masters in 
the art of guerrilla warfare?” 

Summing up the present position, the 
Monitor informant said that out of all 
the great mass of uncertainty which sur- 
rounded the question, three points stood 
out clearly. First, that any partition of 
the country amongst the powers was im- 
possible now or at any time in the fu- 
ture. Secondly, that the Egyptianization 
of the finances, although it might be pos- 
sible at present, would clearly be ren- 
dered impossible as China awakened to 
the full meaning of such a_ regime. 
Lastly, that the great mass of statesmen 
and financiers concerned still utterly 
failed to grasp the real situation.

FAMOUS BERLIN 
STORES FORCED 
FROM BUSINESS 


Failure of the Wertheim Com- 
pany Is the Great Subject of 
Discussion in City’s Mercantile 
Circles and Indeed in Germany 


BACKED BY NOBLEMEN

Palastina Bank, it made its influence felt 
every Where throughout the near east. 


Although nothing will be known defi- 
nitely until the affairs of the great con- 
cern come to be wound up, nevertheless, it 
is generally believed in business circles in 
Berlin that the trust has been insolvent 
for several years. Indeed the Berliner 
Tageblatt boldly declares that at no 
single period since the “Princes’ Trust” 
was concerned, has the income of the 
Wertheim Company exceeded expenditure. 

It is contended that under the law 
relating to limited companies in Ger- 
many the successive managers of the 
trust have acted illegally in neglecting 
to demand proceedings in bankruptcy.

HUNGARIAN PARTY 
MAY CONFER WITH 
THE RUSSIAN DUMA 


|More Intimate Intercourse Be- 


tween Countries Than Dual 
Monarchy Maintains Desired 


VIENNA, Austria—The divergence of 
policy between the two countries which 
compose the dual monarchy is attracting 
some attention in political circles. The 
announcement that 30 Hungarian depu- 
ties intended to travel to Petersburg at 
the invitation of the Duma, to arrange 
for more intimate intercourse between 
Hungary and Russia, as Hungary is not 
satisfied with the relations maintained 
by Austria with the triple alliance, ‘is 
causing much comment. 

The members all belonged to the In- 
dependent party, which is now making a 
determined struggle to get into power 
at the next elections. Whether they will 
make the journey or not remains to be 
seen, but the fact that an official deputa- 
tion was planned, is sufficiently grave. 

The Hungarians say that the close 
alliance with Germany, which has been 
maintained throughout the last two 
crises on the Balkans, has been disas- 
trous to Austria-Hungary. She has lost 
a good deal of her popularity in the Bal- 
kans, and, through the restraining hand 
of Germany, has been prevented from 
playing a leading role, which would have 
permitted her commanding the situation 
and the markets in a certain number 
of Balkan states, even if she had made 
deadly enemies of the others. No war 
could have been so disastrous to Austria- 
Hungary as her policy, which was to 
prepare for hostilities and then postpone 
them at the last moment. 

She has stood still, and while she is 
reaping the hatred sown by her policy 
among the southern Slavs and Serbs, 
Italy and Germany have been seizing 
her markets in the Balkans and in the 
Levant. Hungary is the first to grasp 
the situation, which has long been evi- 
dent, and she is inclined to blame Aus- 
tria, although the Hungarian Agrarians 
have not been innocent. The “pig” war 
with Servia was mainly due to the Hun- 
garian Agrarians, who wished to protect 
their own meat and fresh-water fish, and 
were willing to do so at any price. 


TAZA OCCUPATION 
PLAN SAID TO MEET 
WITH OPPOSITION 


(Special to the Monitor) 

PARIS, France—The optimism with 
which the military operations necessi- 
tated for the occupation of Taza are 
regarded by a large section of the French 
public, receives a rebuke in a letter 
from the Temps correspondent at Rabat. 

He states that General Lyautey’s 
scheme of gradual penetration by pacific 
methods has been carried out for months 
both from the east of Taza and from the 
direction of Fez. By means of advance 
posts and almost imperceptible gains 
it is General Lyautey’s scheme to bring 
the French troops within a forced march 
of effecting a junction. The troops from 
the garrison at Souk el Arba have al- 
ready been attacked on their march by 
tribes. 

It may be said therefore that the 

“military promenade” to Taza spoken 
of in France will not take place. The 
operations which will end in the occu- 
pation of Taza have begun long ago, and 
they will not consist in a mere walk-over 
by the French. As to the approximate 
date of the junction of the French troops, 
no idea of it can be given. 

General Lyautey refuses to be bound 
by dates, and he gives ample latitude to 
the officers to whom he has entrusted the 
carrying out of his schemes. 


ARBITRATION AT 
THE HAGUE SAID 
TO BE EXPENSIVE 
Dutch Pisdelieiiiee at Court 

Combats Assertions of Exces- 


sive Cost Made in French 
Chamber of Deputies Debate 


METHODS DESCRIBED

THE HAGUE, Holland—In the course 
of a recent debate in the French Chamber 
of Deputies it was alleged that the ex- 
penses involved in an appeal to the Court 
of Arbitration at The Hague were exces- 


sive. The reporter, M. Morin, de- 
clared that these expenses were so high 
that some countries found them a hin- 
drance to their being represented there. 
“ These sweeping statements have 
aroused considerable comment in arbitra- 
tion circles, and in an interview which 
he granted to a correspondent, Jhr. A. 
F. De Savornin Lohman, one of the Dutch 
representatives at the court of arbitra- 
tion, strongly combatted the assertions 
made by M. Morin. 

The Dutch statesman declared that so 
far as he was aware no costs had ever 
been charged to the arbitrators, a cer- 
tain sum of money being offered by those 
}powers which are bringing their differ- 
ences before the court for solution. 

On one occasion, Mr. Lohman thinks, 
an arbitrator living at a very great dis- 
tance objected to the amount offered as 
being insufficient. If, therefore, the cua- 
tracting powers consider the amount to 
be paid to the arbitrators too great, they 
can, themselves, fix a lower rate, and any 
arbitrator who is not satisfied can make 
an objection. . 


Solution Called Simple 


This, Mr. Lohman thinks, a very 
simple solution of the problem. As a 
rule, he continued, the powers pay the 
same amount to all arbitrators. It is 
easily understood that this sum may 
seem a great deal to one and quite an 
ordinary amount to another. An English- 
man or a Russian is accustomed to much 
bigger sums being paid on these occa- 
sions than, for instance, a Dutchman, 
but it would not do to make, any dis- 
tinctions. Still, Mr. Lohman thinks that 
in special circumstances one of the arbi- 
trators may have received more than 
the others. 

The great expenses entailed by pro- 
ceedings before the court of arbitration, 
are not, however, principally due to the 
amounts paid to arbitrators, but rather 
to the often needless expense incurred by 
the parties themselves in engaging a large 
array of counsel. 

Mr. Lohman recalled the question of the 
fisheries, which arose between the United 
States and Newfoundland. The parties 
on that occasion pleaded for 40 days, and 
very often those concerned in the dia- 
putes bring with them an enormous staff 
of agents, counsels, stenographers and s9 
on, whose very considerable traveling ex- 
penses have naturally to be paid for by 
the parties themselves. 


Long Explanations Deplored 


Mr. Lohman considers that very often 
the long verbal explanations given by 
counsel are unnecessary, or might be re- 
placed by those given by the able offi- 
cials of the foreign office. In many cases 
verbal explanations have been omitted, 
and written ones which have not in- 
creased the cost, substituted. The powers 
themselves naturally see that these notes 
are very complete. 

The written treatment of the affair, 
he points out, sometimes lasts a con- 
siderable time, but does not involve any 
increase in the cost. An _ interesting 
proposal was put forward by the United 
States at the second peace conference, 
to the effect that permanent arbitrators 
should be appointed to officiate in the 
various cases referred to the court of 
arbitration. It is claimed by some that 
the appointment of permanent arbitra- 
tors at a fixed salary, as was proposed 
by the American delegates, would have 
an important bearing on the question 
of costs, the reappointment of arbitra- 
tors as each case comes before the court, 
being far more expensive. 


HAGUE PEACE 
CONFERENCE BILL 
IN BRITISH HOUSE 


(Special to the Monitor) 

WESTMINSTER—tThe text of a bill, 
called the ‘“‘Second Peace Conference 
(Conventions) Bill,” was issued recently. 
Sir Edward Grey is responsible for the 
bill, which is aimed at enabling certain 
conventions drawn up at The Hague in 
1907 to be carried out, and it is backed 


\by Mr. Churchill, Mr. Acland, the attor- 


mey-general and the solicitor-general. 

There are four clauses to the bill, the 
first of which gives the secretary of 
state power to enforce the attendance of 
witnesses and the production of docu- 
ments on the application of an interna- 
tional, tribunal, thus putting orders is- 
sued by the secretary of state on a simi- 
lar footing to a formal Process issued 
by a court. 

The bill also gives the crown power 
to issue orders in council with reference 
to the conduct of the forces and subjects 
of belligerent states in matters regu- 
lated by international convention, and 
applies the principles of the Geneva con- 


vention to maritime war. 


'TAX READJUSTMENT URGED 


FOR BRITISH FARM PROBLEMS 


Civil Lord of Admiralty in 


Address at Chipping Sod- 


bury Says Method Must Be Found Whereby Im- 
prover of Property Is Let Off and Neglectful Taxed 


(Special to the Monitor) 

CHIPPING SODBURY, England— 
Speaking at Chipping Sodbury recently, 
George Lambert, civil lord of the ad- 
miralty, dealt with some aspects of the 
land question. A great deal of the exist- 
ing labor unrest, he said, was due to the 
increased cost of living and of agricul- 


tural . produce, ~— the food of the} 


people. 

A few years ago it was proposed that 
a tax should be put on the imports of 
foreign agricultural produce, but he 
would be a bold man who faced the great 
industrial centers with a political pro- 
gram for the taxation of food. Political 
pleaders said the taxation of food would 
make it cheaper, but people knew better 
than that. 

Another proposal before the country 
was the taxation of the imports of man- 
ufactured goods, which meant that 
farmers would have to pay more for 
them, and he did not think that program 
would appeal to the cultivators of the 
land. He did not want to see farmers 
bring further burdens on themselves by 
means of fiscal changes. The burden of 
the rates was already extremely heavy, 
and a considerable number of new 
charges had been put on the ratepayers. 

Proceeding, Mr. Lambert said that to 


reduce rates they should transfer ma 
to the imperial taxpayer or readjust the 
system of local taxation so that every- 
body should pay as much ae he could 
bear. They must endeavor to find some 
means whereby the landowner who im- 
proved his property was let off, and the 
wastrel taxed. 

The government proposal wae that the 
state should build cottages where they 
were wanted. They would have to pay 
laborers a sufficient wage to enable 
them to pay an economic rent, or they 
would lose them. Industrious and frugal 
men were not going to work every day 
without getting a prospect of becoming 
their own masters, 

Men would not stay unless there was 
opened out to them the t of ad- 
vancement. What good landlords did 
voluntarily, they wanted to compel bad 
landlords to do, and if they had os 
landlords in the district they ought to 
help those farmers who had not. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lambert said they 
desired to see the farmer secure in his 
holding, so that it would not matter 
whether the estate changed hands or 
not. He did not think state purchase 
could ever be in vogue, because the state 
would not be able to borrow money to 


finance land purchase on a large acale. 


ITALIAN RAILWAY 
WORKERS PRESENT 
VIEWS TO MINISTRY 


(Special to the Monitor) 

ROME, Italy—A deputation of railway 
workers was received by Signor Ciufelli, 
minister of public works, recently, and 
the demand of the railway employees 
discussed. The minister expressed his 
readiness to devote a sum of about 15,- 
000,000 lire to the improvement of the 
working conditions of the men, and the 
granting of pensions. 

The delegates expressed themselves as 
ready to enter upon an agreement with 
the government on those terms, but since 
the interview a munifesto has been is- 
sued protesting against the smallness of 
the sum offered by the governmént. 

It is hoped, however, that the workers 
will accept the conditions and that the 
strike will be averted. Since then there 
has been little progress in the negotia- 
tions. 

At present the situation shows the 
workers split into two camps, one of 
which 
employees on the basis of the govern- 
ment proposal of a grant of a sum of 
money for pensions and the general 
improvement of working conditions, 
whilst the other refuses to entertain 
any idea of compromise. 

There is a disposition among men not 
belonging to the union to fall in with the 
government scheme.

DUBLIN, Ireland—Lord Aberdeen, the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, has offered 
for competition a premium of £600 for 
the best design of a plan for the improve- 
ment and extension of Dublin.

“The Clancy Name” is a tense little 
folk tragedy. Mrs. Clancy after five 
years of scrimping toil is at last able 
to pay off the debt on the farm. Her 
only son will now carry on the Clancy 
name in the honor in which it has always 
been held by the neighbors. Her re- 
joicing quickly changes to mourning 
when the son confesses that he is guilty 
of the mysterious homicide that is the 
staple gossip of the countryside. 

He is determined to confess. She con- 
vinces him that the honor of the Clancy 
name requires that he bring no disgrace 
on it.

TO PRESS VELVET 


It is well to keep an old piece of vel- 
vet to use when there is occasion to 
press velvet, says the Newark News. 
And why? Spread the piece of velvet 
to be pressed face downward on the old 
piece.

CAKEMAKING ON RIGHT LINES 


Certain principles which must be observed 


To mix and bake a cake properly re- 
quires more care and judgment than any 


other kind of cookery, real success of 


cake making depending largely on the 
quality of the ingredients used, writes 
Grace U. Bacon in Mothers Magazine. 
The eggs must be fresh; the butter sweet 
and not too salt; the flour should be fine. 


Then, there are six principles which 
should not be violated in any cookery 
and ‘which are especially important in 
cake making. They are as follows: 


1. Sift all dry ingredients, then meas- 
ure lightly. 

2. Measure level. 

3. Pack butter and lard in measuring. 

4. Mix dry ingredients before adding 
them to the liquids. 

5. Never boil milk or eggs. 

6. Use standard measuring cups. 

The two kinds of cake mixtures are 
those without butter, as sponge cake, and 
those with butter, as cup cake. Sponge 


than a butter cake, as they contain a 
large number of air cells which require 
quick baking at first. With this excep- 
tion all large cakes should bake slowly 
at first, and small cakes quickly. If 
there seems to be danger of browning 
the top too fast, cover with brown paper. 

Before starting to mix the cake, it is 
wise to see if the fire is in condition to 
be at the proper temperature at the time 
the cake is ready for the oven, for it i9 
impossible that the cake sheuld wait fot 
the fire, owing to the fact that after bak- 
ing powder js mixed with other moist 
ingredients it begins its process im- 


texture is very fine. If the egg whites 
were not added with yolks, beat them 
stiff and dry, then fold in, but do not 
beat at all. If flavoring is used, add it 
last. 

Pour the cake into pans; even off, leav- 
ing a slight depression in the center, so 
that the cake will rise evenly. Do not 
fill pans over two thirds full. Place cake 
in the center of oven in order that it 
will have an even heat. 

The time for baking should be divided 
into quarters; first quarter, mixture 
should begin to rise; second, it should 
continue rising and begin to brown; 
third, continue browning; fourth, finish 
baking. 

All cakes with the exception of heavy 
fruit cakes, will shrink from the sides of 
the pan by the time they are ready to 
take out of the oven. 

If it is necessary to open the oven door, 
avoid jarring, and close it as quickly as 
possible to keep out’ all air. Cake is 
liable to fall if moved in the oven before 
it has risen its full height. Im removing 
a cake from the tin, loosen slightly with 
a knife, let stand a few minutes in the 
tin-and then turn out on a cake cooler. 

There is often trouble in having a cake 
break open on top; this is a sure sign 
that the heat of the oven was too great 
at first or too much flour was added.

RAILROAD CASE 
BY BOTH SIDES 


Counsel for Companies Urge 
That Expenses Increase and 
Purchasing Power of Money 

_ Decreases at the Same Time 


MR. BRANDEIS OPPOSES 


WASHINGTON—Government owner- 
ship of railroads as an alternative to 
a refusal of the interstate commerce 
commission to permit an advance in 
freight rates—or, at least, to provide 
for additional net revenues to the roads 
—was spoken of in briefs and arguments 
submitted to the commission Monday 
in the eastern advance rate case. 

George Stuart Patterson, general 
counsel of the Pennsylvania, spoke first 
for the railroads. 

The briefs set forth that. the purchas- 
ing power of money has so decreased in 
18 years that money now paid for 
freight charges is worth 30 per cent less 
in the market for commodities than 
in 1896. 

Louis D. Brandeis, special counsel for 
the commission, in his brief maintains 
that by conserving the revenues under 
existing rates the railways would be con- 
fronted with no necessity for an ad- 
vance. 

It has been shown, he said, that the 
aggregate freight revenues of eastern 
carriers in 1913 was $1,000,000,000, and 
that the 5 per cent advance would in- 
crease the revenues about $50,000,000 a 
year. 

Mr. Brandeis said that many railroads 
had strained their credit by “undue ex- 
pansion,” instancing the ‘New Haven, 
Boston & Maine, Frisco lines, Rock Isl- 
and and Pere Marquette.

Lately there has come a change of 
sentiment on the part of the government. 
The integrity of the republic demands 
immediate measures to move troops 
quickly, and it is now stated that rail- 
way grants in the future will carry the 
demand that the work be undertaken. 
The most important railway in the coun- 
try is the line between this port and 
Quito, the capital. It has a length of 288 
miles and was built by a United States 
concern. The rolling stock is all of the 
best make and the line itself is a mag 
terpiece in engineering. 

A line is to be constructed between 
Quito and Esmeraldas aad the opinion 
obtains that had this road been built 
some years ago, when first considered, 
the revolutionary forces would not havet 
becbme so fully entrenched in the nortan, 
The distance between Quito and Esmer- 
aldas is only 175 miles, but the country 
is rough and almost impenetrable. 

One of the most important lines pro- 
jected is the Tranza Amazonico, a gov- 
ernment-controlled road that will pass 
from Puerto Bolivar through Zaruma., 
Loja, and Zamora to Borja, at the head 
of navigation on the Maranoh river.

WAUKEGAN IS 
PLEASED WITH 
~ NEW BUILDINGS 


Federal Structure and Home of 
Y. M.C. A. Seen as Important 
Additions to City’s Equipment 
While Bridge Joins Sections 


LOCATION IS’ BENEFIT 


WAUKEGAN, IlL—New buildings -of 
importance to the 18,000 people of this 
city and public improvements of various 
kinds indicate to all observers the steady 
advance which .Waukegan is making. 

Among the more notable recent bene- 
fits coming to the community is.a fine 
bridge on South Genésee street, joining 
the north and south portions of the city. 
It extends across a deep ravine known 
in earlier days as Old Fort or Little Fort 
river. The structure is of reinforced 
concrete, 395 feet long, 32 feet wide, and 
cost $80,000. 

The new federal building. a source of 
pride to Waukegan, and located on the 
southeast eccrner of Washington and 
Utica streets, opposite the court house, 
will be occupied about June 1. Besides 
the postoffice, it will contain the office 
of the deputy collector of the port and 
rooms for the civil service examiners. 
The building and grounds represent an 
outlay by the government of approxi- 
mately $100,000. 

A new Y. M. C. A. building, erected at 
a cost of $75,000, including grounds, 
building and equipment, is another re- 
cent addition, and is well supported in a 
central location on Genesee street, con- 
venient to the business section. 


Name Is Indian Word 


Waukegan is an Indian word, meaning 
“little fort,” and Charles A. Partridge, 
in his history of Lake county, tells of 
“Little Fort” being indicated on the 
Winterbotham map of 1783, and on an 
English map published in i795, both 
showing a stream marked Old Fort river, 
with a small fort built at its mouth. 
Early settlers tell of finding a small 
earthwork with timbers remaining, lo- 
cated at the point where Sheridan road 
and Water street intersect, and from this 
small fort or trading post has developed 
the modern city, beautifully situated on 
high bluffs on the west shore of Lake 
Michigan. It is a city of much natural 
beauty, its location on the bluffs giving 
a commanding view of the lake for miles, 
which affords an always changing pic- 
ture. 

The city is crossed by many deep and 
beautiful ravines. Its streets are abun- 
dantly shaded by fine maple and elm 
trees. Its proximity to Chicago, 36 miles, 
makes it a desirable residence town. It 
has a fine school system, good churches, 
library, progressive business houses and 
ia large and active woman’s club, and is 
\fast putting in municipal improvements. 
‘It has 41 miles of sewers, 57 miles of 
‘cement sidewalks, 12 miles of macadam 
and brick paving and 37 miles of water 
mains, 

Consi' -able progress has been made 
in manufacturing, some of the larger 
factories being those of the American 
Steel and Wire Company, Chicago Creo- 
soting Company, Chicago Recording Scale 
Company, M. Alshuler Company, National 
Envelope Company, W. H. Dow Manu- 
facturing Company, Northern Brass 
Company, North Shore Gas Company, 
Public Service Electric Company, At- 
water Manufacturing Company, Wilder- 
Manning Tannery Company, J. W. Bar- 
well Company. The city is served by 
four banks, whose capital and surplus 
aggregate $650,000, with deposits of $3,- 
000,000. 
| Two railroads enter Waukegan, the 
‘Chicago & Northwestern and the‘ Elgin, 
Joliet & Eastern, 2180 the Chicago & 
Milwaukee electric railway. The North- 
/western furnishes an excellent train ser- 


vice to and from Chicago, as it gives 27 


‘trains going in and 31 returning each 
day. The Northwestern ran its first train 
from Chicago to Waukegan on New 
Year’s day, 1855. The electric line is 
popular with people in the nearby towns 
‘to the north and south. Through service 
to Evanston began in 1899, The Elgin, 
Joliet & Eastern is used principally for 
freight shipments, as it is an outer belt 
road encircling the city of Chicago. Its 
first train reached Waukegan Dec. 31, 
1889. 


Harbor Excellent One 


This city has an excellent harbor, into 
which the largest boats on the lake can 
come. It has two daily boats to Chi- 
cago. On the southern boundary is lo- 
cated the government’s Great lakes naval 
training station which, when ¢ompleted. 
is to be one of the largest and finest 
posts in the United States.

One of the workers to secure 
this change resolved to go to Springfield 
to urge the passage of an act declaring 
Little Fort to be the county seat. It 
was midwinter, and the legend runs 
that neither he nor his friends in or 
about Little Fort had a horse available 
for the trip. Nothing daunted, the en- 
thusiastic pioneer set out on foot. Much 
of his career had been on the sea, but 
pioneering had developed a love for walk- 
ing, and he footed it to Springfield, after- 
ward saying that he had beaten the stage 
from Chicago by two days. The present 
court house was erected in 1877, at a 
cost of $40,000, and is considered hardly 
large enough for the business transacted 
there at the present time. | 

Lake county takes its name from the 
many lakes in its western part.

When the reported sales for the week 
totaled below 25,000 hides, it might 
cause the shoe fraternity to say “some- 
thing is the matter, things are weaken- 
ing,” but those who harbor skeptical no- 
tions need but consider how small their 
own demands have been and now are for 
any kind of leather, so if they are prac- 
tising conservatism, and continue to buy 
closer and closer to their needs, courage 
to anticipate conspicuously absent, they 
can hardly expect tanners to buy hides 
to produce stock, and provide a surplus 
for their clients to draw upon at their 
own convenience. This is the situation 
in a few words, but when this general 
inactivity now prevalent throughout the 
country changes for the better, leather 
buyers will have to hustle to get their 
wants supplied and need not wonder if 
tanners have the temefity to boost prices 
up a bit. 

Now while all this is a commentary 
upon the future as well as the present, 
the outlook does not promise a lower

RAILROADS DEPRESSED 


The heavy liquidation of last week 
carried 49 railroad shares and 64 indus- 
trial issues, traded in on the New York 
Stock Exchange, to thé lowest prices of 
the present year and in some instances 
to the bottom prices of 1913. 

The average price of 20 standard rails 
closed Saturday at 99.24, a net decline of 
21% points for the week. At 99.24, the 
rail average is 1% points below the 
rails, average is 1% points below the 
extreme low of June last year, and is at 
the lowest price since Junt 27, 1908. 

Among the railroads whose shares sold 
last week at the lowest levels in a num- 
ber of years may be mentioned Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, the lowest since 
1907; Baltimore & Ohio, Chesapeake & 
Ohio and Delaware & Hudson, the lowest 
since 1908, and Canadian Pacific and Le- 
high Valley, the lowest since 1910. 

The industrial issues do not show such 
a pronounced decline‘ when compared 
with 1913 and other low points.

The individua] reserve standing of loca] 
national banks, members of the Boston 
clearing house, at present and a week 
ago, is presented in the table below. In 
addition to the legal reserve carried here 
and in New York (one half may stand in 
the form of deposits with the New York 
correspondent banks), what may be called 
actual reserve at present is computed, as 
indicated by the excess reserve in New 
York. The excess of deposits with New 
York reserve agents over the amount 
which may be counted as half of legal 
reserve is here counted part of reserve 
instead of simply an offset to deposit 
Habilities, as is done in figuring legal 
reserve. 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount whith might 
be deducted from the total reserve in 
both cities, Boston and New York, and 
still leave the legal reserve intact. 

No reserve is computed against gov- 
ernment deposits.

CONSOLIDATION 
IS ANNOUNCED 


Merchants National Takes Over 
the National Bank of Com- 
merce— Thirty-Five to Forty 
Millions Total Deposits 


TERMS OF THE MERGER 


Arrangements have been completed for 
the purchase of the National Bank of 
Commerce by the Merchants National 
Bank. The terms of the merger, which 
probably will take effect next Saturday 
afternoon, are as follows: 


1, Merchants pays $30 per share for 
good will and business of the Commerce. 

2. Commerce is to be liquidated and 
Merchants guarantees stockholders shall 
receive at least $232 per share in liquida- 
tion, making total of $262 per share, in- 
eluding payment for good will. 

3. Merchants assumes lease of Com- 
merce banking rooms in Sears building, 
which expires on Dee.'1, 1914. 

4. Merchants agrees to employ all pres- 
ent officers and clerks of Commerce for a 
period of five years from May 1, 1914, 
at their present salaries. 

The consolidated bank is expected to 
have deposits running between $35,000,- 
000 and $40,000,000, which is considerably 
in excess of the combined deposits at the 
time of the last comptroller’s statement 
on March 4 last. The Merchants then 
had $26,000,000 and the Commerce $10,- 
000,000, but both have been running 
higher of late, and on Saturday last the 
Merchants had $30,000,000 and the Com- 
merce $14,000,000. 

The transaction will be consummated 
'with no change in the $3,000,000 capital 
On 
‘March 4 the Merchants had $2,000,000 
surplus and $1,636,347 of undivided 
profits. Capital, deposits, surplus and 
undivided profits of the two banks 
according to the last statement compare 
as follows:

While the book value of the National 
Bank of Commerce shares figures out 
about $221 per share, it is believed 
that the bank will liquidate for between 
$238 and $240 per share, or say $20 per 
share less than the Merchants pays 
stockholders of the Commerce. Several 
of the investments of the Commerce are 
carried on the balance sheet at low valu- 
ations compared with their present mar- 
ket price, which accounts for the liqui- 
dating value in excess of book value.

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WESTERN RAILROAD TRAFFIC OF 


MODERATELY GOOD VOLUME 


Holds Up Fairly Well Nulaiiieading Hesitation in Gen- 
eral Business—Iron and Steel Industry in the West 
Continues to. Drag Along 


CHICAGO—Traffic of western rail-| 
roa‘ls during the past week held up fairly 
well in the face of what appeared to 
be general hesitation on the part of 
business interests in nearly all parts of 
the country. The volume of tonnage 
was eventually about equal to the same 
amount at this time a year ago, and the 
business showed considerable diversifica- 
tion, The grain movement, while light 
as compared with former years, was 
large enough to keep the revenues of the 
roads upon a fair level with other com- 
parative periods, 


In contrast with recent weeks there 
was a lighter movement of general mer- 
chandise, indicating that interior buying 
has fallen off somewhat, owing to farm 
activities, but interior merchants looked 
upon this condition as a temporary one, 
and made preparations for further buy- 
ing of various commodities at the larger 
distributing points within a short time. 
The warm weather during the early part 
of the week made an appreciable differ- 
ence in orders for goods, especially in 
the dry goods trade, for at-once delivery. 
It was pointed out by leading authorities 
that the quick response to weather con- 
ditions strongly indicated low retail 
stocks and it was believed that with 
continued seasonable weather stronger 
activity maybe looked for on such lines 
as may be ‘secured quickly from whole- 
sale distributors. 

For future delivery there was fair 
buying and merchants showed a disposi- 
tion to stock up rather completely with 
some lines upon which mills are sold | 
up and upon which difficulty may be 
experienced in getting such merchandise 
when desired. Collections were reported 
rather slow in some sections, while in 
others they were satisfactory. 


The general business situation appears 
to be in an uncertain state at this time. 
Important interests who have recently | 
made nation-wide observations 


was a halting disposition and growing 
hesitancy with regard to business expan- 
sion. This situation appeared not to be 
confined to any particular locality but 
embraced the whole country. On the 
other hand, it was found by those who 
have traversed the crop sections of the 
country that never at this time of the 
year has the winter wheat crop appeared 
to be in such a perfect condition. 

It was the general opinion among var- 
ious business interests that the situation 
with regard to Mexico would not serious- 
ly interfere with the business of the 
United States as a whole, as the seat 


fof hostilities is too far removed to have 


much more than a sentimental effect for 
a long time to come. With no geueral 
improvement anticipated in the immedi- 
ate future, the opinion appears to pre- 
vail that there will not be much of a 
change in general conditions before fal! 
at least. 

As reflected through the commercial 
paper market there are very few signs 
of increased business. There have been 
no prominent developments in this direc- 
tion for a fortnight or more, and the ab- 
sence of negotiations indicates that busi- 
ness interests expect to go slowly for a 
considerable time and that they are pre- 
pared to meet immediate requirements 
for funds without seeking assistance 
through this market. Rates for choice 
paper show no change, being 33%4,@4 per 
cent. 

Western tron and steel trade continues 
to drag and the leading interests state 
there is little hope of improvement from 
any section until a decision in connection 
with the long pending frieght rates in- 
crease has been rendered. In spite of the 
dulness and dragging disposition of the 
trade, and those who have made a close 
study of conditions regard the market as 
in a temporary state, and with the ren- 
dering of the rate decision, there will un- 
doubtedly be a marked improvement in 
the trade whether or not it favors the 
railroads. 

Railroads operating eastward from Chi- 
cago and St. Louis held their own in most 
instances as compared with a year ago 
in the amount of freight moved. Some 
roads were a little under the average, 
while others were higher, but on the 
whole a steady condition prevailed. There 
was no change in business conditions in 
the territory of the eastern roads and 
none is expected, as far as the industrial

that in nearly all lines of trade there | 


centers are conéerned, until the uncer- 
| tainty with regard to the railroad rate 
sttuation has been settled. 

Many believe that there will be a re- 
sumption of activity in the iron and 
steel trade as soon as the decision is 
rendered, whether it favors the railroads 
or not, the point being that the uncer- 
tainty in that respect ‘will be removed. 
Westbound tonnage, while not quite as 
heavy as that moving in the opposite 
direction, showed no great loss from the 
volume moved a year ago. 

Officials of southern roads reported a 
stationary movement of freight, in spite 
of the exciting situation in Mexico, but 
with further activities and the probable 
prolongation of the war heavier tonnage 
is lodked for on these lines.

Tide-Forecasting Machine 


A machine, known as the United 
States tide-predicting machine No. 2, and 
which is ih daily operation in the United 
States geodetic survey at Washington, 
makes mathematical calculations which 
would otherwise require 100 persons to 
do. Its work, explains a writer in the 
Scientific American, is nothing less than 
the predicting of the times and heights 
of high and low tides a year in ad- 
vance. Its mechanism is of brass and 
steel, its house a huge mahogany and 
glass case, and its tender one observer, 
who turns a crank and copies off on 
paper the reading of several] dials, and 
later removes from the machine a roll 
of paper on which is plotted the tidal 
curve for the particular spot along the 
coast, the tides of which have been 
predicted. 3 

Every year the "Jnited States issues a 
book of tide tables, primarily for the 
use of its navy, and, secondly, for the 
use of all who go down to the sea in 
ships. This book of tide tables gives 
the time to the minute and the height 
to the nearest tenth of a foot of every 
high and low tide during the year for 
70 of the great world seaports, and by 
means of an auxiliary table the same 
information for 3000 other places.

result. But this is not the point. The point is that the government, . 


as in the collection of internal revenue, and in the collection*of the 
customs, will leave no loopholes for either intentional or uninten- 
tional evasion. In reducing its method of collecting the income tax 
to exactness, the cost of detail will be in the end a small considera- 
tion compared with the object lesson in efficiency for the public. 
Whatever the cost, the country cannot afford to have anything short 
of a good example from its government. 


A MOVEMENT set on foot not long since with 
the view .of bringing about a closer and a 
more effective connection between the public 
museums and the public schools appears to 
be gaining headway. It has found favor in 
several of the eastern states of the American 
Union and it is spreading westward. Those 
educated in ordinary branches and in art, and

and better use of the rare, beautiful and inspiring things now more 


or less removed from the observation of those who know least about 
them and their meaning. | | 

Just how the contact that is deemed essential to the education 
of the children of the masses in this particular is to be brought about 
is a mere matter of detail. The main point at present, so it is con- 
tended, is that while the museums are filled or filling with rare, beau- 
tiful and inspiring things—while some of them are actually over- 
flowing with riches—they are in many cases of little practical value 
to the rising manhood and womanhood of the land. In fact,, in 
most cases the exhibits, it is asserted, are held aloof from the 
crowd; they can be seen only under conditions that are involved in 


restrictions; they can only be gazed at; as a rule there is nobody at 


hand to tell those who really want to know anything about them; 
they are mute; they teach nothing; they may arouse curiosity, but 
they do not inspire. - 

It is not thought that there should be too much freedom of 
access to those exhibits, that they should be cheapened by too much 
familiarity, that even the pleasure of the few who love the quiet of 
the museum should be sacrificed for the good of the many—the posi- 
tion taken is that something should be done toward extracting from 
the museums more of the good that is in them for the benefit of the 
plain people, and particularly, for the benefit of the children of the 
plain people. 

There is a happy medium between the prevalent system of con- 
ducting museums and any departure which would be likely to lead to 
misuse of the splendid collections to be found now in nearly every 
considerable community. In adopting the docent system—one by 
which it is possible either for individuals or groups to obtain guid- 
ance and instruction from qualified attaches—the Boston Art Museum 
and the museums of some other cities have moved in the right direc- 
tion. The idea that is sought seems to be presented here; it needs 
only to be expanded so that the necessary guidance and instruction 
shall be at all times available and available to all. There should be 
no reservation or limitation where popular enlightenment is con- 
cerned. An exhibit of an historic relic or a work of art has a value 
for its own sake, but it has a value countless times greater when it 
is employed to educate and cultivate the mass of the people up to 
the ideal which it stands for or typifies. Museums should be some- 
thing more than depositories of materialized memories; they should 
serve to illumine the future with the light of the past.

- THERE is much debate about the causes of 
decline of epic, elegiac, and romantic verse. 
Of poetry that is narrative in form there 
seems to be a renascence. Witness Mase- 
field’s and Noyes’ success with tales that sing 
the expériences of vagrants on land and sail- 
ors on the seas. Nor is the transcendental 
note lacking in the contemporary choir; 
India’s Nobel prize winner, the high-born

that well maintains earlier traditions of artists working in this field. 
Whitcomb Riley, when in his prime, was its most popular exponent, 
and deservedly so.

THERE has never been a time, since its ter- 
rible collapse in the late summer of the year 
1870, when the French army has been so

ished on the reorganization of the military 
forces. The fleet was neglected, and grad- 
ually sank from the position of second to 
the position of fifth amongst the navies of 
the world, until the day when M. Delcasse 
went to the marine office, and its rehabilitation began. ‘In spite of 
the economy thus attempted, and in spite of the money lavished on 
the army, Frdnce failed to recover that confidence in herself which 
had departed with Sedan. A hint from Bismarck or any of the 
chancellors who succeeded him, was always sufficient to reduce her 
to acquiescence, and it was not until the formation of the dual 
alliance, dreamed of a century and a half before by the Irishman 
Lally, that she began to reassert herself in the councils of Europe. 
Even then, the confidence was rather in “the ally” than in her- 
self. It was not until the year 1911, when M. Messimy became 
minister for war, that the reorganization began to take place which 


has made the French army a force really to be reckoned with. M.. 


Messimy found chaos from the top to the bottom of the war office, 
and he set to work with a will to evolve order out of it. The purely 
political policy of not filling the office of the commander-in-chief 
until the outbreak of hostilities, had left the army not only without a 
head, but without any unity of organization. The authority of the 
commander-in-chief had been usurped by the general staff. The 
Conseil Superieur de la Guerre, composed of officers in command 
of the army corps which might at any mornent be called upon to 
take the field, was in the position of a body which might be directed 
at any moment to carry out maneuvers it had had no hand in plan- 
ning and no opportunity for studying. The confusion, however, 
did not end here. The Ecole Superieure de Guerre was not only 
independent of every other branch of the service, but even independ- 
ent of itself. That is to say, the various professors taught various 
military doctrines, and seemed quite indifferent whether these were 
in agreement with the views of the Conseil Superieur de la Guerre 
or not. . 
M. Messimy decided to reestablish a commander-in-chief in 
practise if not in theory. The chief of the general staff became 
once more the “brain of the army,” whilst the duties of the Con- 
seil Superieur de la Guerre were at once contracted and defined. The 
independence of départments came to an abrupt end. Every com- 
minder of an army corps was given a chief of his’staff who would 
actually serve in that capacity in the event of hostilities. These 
chiefs of staffs were formed into a committee, and the teaching of 
the various military schools brought under their control. The change 
in the few years which have elapsed has been remarkable. From a 
mass of discordant elements there has been resolved a complete unity. 
The effect of the ynobtrusive work of one man is seen in probably 


the strongest army which has marched undér-the tricolor since the 


days of the first empire. 
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PopuLaR interest and discussion have hov- 
ered around the public service of the coun- 
try, national, state and local, almost continu- 
ously for the last fifty years, swooping down 
at intervals upon some extraordinary mani- 
festation of incompetence or malfeasance 
and compelling -correction. Within that 
period there have been some marvelous 
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accomplishments. The spoils system as it 
existed up to the *80s has practically been | 
destroyed. Thousands of offices that formerly were used in pay- 
ment of political reward are now awarded solely upon merit. The 
civil service of the United States, of the states, and of many of the 
cities has largely been divorced from politics. Much remains to be 
done, but no reasonable person looking back even for a decade will 
refuse to concede that the gains made in the public’s behalf have 
been many and important. | 

The public service as yet, however, speaking broadly, is widely 
regarded as an opening for the inexperienced and unskilled. For 
this view, promotion to responsible positions from the ranks of prac- 
tical politics is accountable. The remedy is in the hands of those 
who have been fitted by education or training to deal with the require- 
ments of the public service in their largest aspects. Representatives 
of associations that have long been giving close study to the prob- 
lems involved, university professors, experts in municipal economics, 
heads of local governments and focal boards, are to participate in/ a 
conference to be held in New York city next month. The first topic 
on the program of this gathering is to be “The Upbuilding of Gov- 
ernmental’ Administration: The Greatest Need of American 
Democracy.” 

There will be little questioning of the manner in which this is 
put. Good government is without the slightest doubt the greatest 
need of the American democracy. That is to say, the time has 
come when the American democracy can no longer afford to tolerate 
loose, incompetent or corrupt government. The country is no longer 
in its infancy; it can no longer plead the carelessness of youth; it 
can no longer ask that its shortcomings in government be overlooked 
because it has been so busy attending to other matters. The world 
expects democracy to show itself capable of meeting every serious 
responsibility now if it is ever going to’do so. The crude, childish, 
reckless ways of other days are out of tune with these times, out 
of tune with a grownup republic, and popular government is called 
upon to demonstrate whether in the last analysis it is competent 
or unfit. . : se 

The demonstration will be satisfactory to those who have faith 
in democracy in proportion alike to their willingness to open their 
eyes to its faults and to their determination to correct them. We 
have faith in the outcome. The conscience of the American 
democracy needs only to be awake, and such conferences as that 
referred to should be able to devise means to this end.
